4) Claim 1 is rejected under 35U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement . The 
claim (s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled 
in the relevant art that the inventor (s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

Claim 1 recites the step of programming the tuner to record 
upcoming radio broadcast to a storage digital storage device but the 
specification is not comply with the written description requirement 
for this feature. Further, there are no detail description and/or 
explanation of figures 1 and 2 and how the elements on these figures 
functioning in order to achieve the operation of recording upcoming 
radio broadcast to a storage digital storage device as claimed. 
Without these important teachings, one of ordinary skill in the art 
cannot make and use the invention. 

5) The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The 
drawings must show every feature of the invention specified in the 
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claims. Therefore, the tuner and digital storage device must be 
shown or the feature (s) canceled from the claim (s) . No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. 

Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the 
figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even 
if only one figure is being amended.

ODAKA discloses a method of recording upcoming radio shows as 
claimed in claim 1, including the step of: 
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a tuner for capturing radio broadcasts (Fig.l, antenna 10, 
tuning amplifier 11 ) ; 

a digital storage device for saving captured radio broadcasts ( 
Fig.l, MD 21 ) ; 

means for programming the tuner to record upcoming radio 
broadcasts to storage device ( Fig.l, the audio broadcast from 
frequency converting unit 16 is recorded into MD 21 ) . 

10) Claim 1 is further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by KIM at al ( 6,163,508 ). 

KIM et al discloses a method of recording upcoming radio shows 
as claimed in claim 1, including the step of: 

a tuner for capturing radio broadcasts ( Fig.l, radio receiver 

14 ); 

a digital storage device for saving captured radio broadcasts ( 
Fig.l, Buffer 60 and Long Term Memory 50 ) ; 

means for programming the tuner to record upcoming radio 
broadcasts to storage device ( Fig.l, the audio broadcast from radio 
receiver 14 is recorded into buffer 60 and Long Term Memory 50 ) . 

11) Claim 1 is further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by GANTT ( 5,633,837 ). 
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GANTT discloses a method of recording upcoming radio shows as 
claimed in claim 1, including the step of: 

a tuner for capturing radio broadcasts ( Fig. 5, conventional 
radio receiver 62 ) ; 

a digital storage device for saving captured radio broadcasts ( 
Fig. 5, RAM 66 and CD-R 60 ) ; 

means for programming the tuner to record upcoming radio 
broadcasts to storage device ( Fig. 5, the audio broadcast from 
conventional radio receiver 62 is recorded into RAM 66 and 
recordable compact disc 60 ) . 

12) The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
